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ONDON, ‘March 6—The Austian 
| reply to the American note, in- 
quiring as to the position of the 
Austrian government in regard 
to unrestricted submarine war-.

After discussing the methods used by | - 


declaring their action was: the start- 
ing point for the intensified submarine 
program begun by Austria-Hungary and 
her allies, Vienna reviewed in detail the 
blockade as established by the British. 

The reply declares, immediately after 
Great Britain decided to participate in 
the war, it began to break down the 
barriers which the principles of intérna- 
tional law had erected. 


Cites Violation of Law. 

“In an.endeavor to cut off the cen- 
tral’ powers from supplies from over- 
seas,”’ Vienna says, “ she [Great Brit- 
ain} enlarged step by step the Mst of 
contraband until nothing was missing 
in the list of things which today men 
want for their subsistence. 

“Then Great Britain proclaimed .what 
she called a blockade of the coast of the 
North sea, which forms also an impor- 
tant commerce route for Austro-Hun- 
gariang, in order to prevent goods which 
were still missing in the list of contra-| 
band from entering Germany, and in 
order to prevent all sea traffic by neu- 
trals to those coasts as well as all ex- 
ports through neutrals. That this block- 
ade was in flagrant contradiction of the 
customary principles of the right of 

blockade as established by international, 
agreements was explicitly declared by 
the president of the United States of 
America in words which will continue to 
live in the history of international law. 


Empires’ Trade Paralyzed. 

“ By the illegal prevention of exports 
from the central powers Great Britain 
aimed at paralyzing the countless fac- 
tories and works which the industrial 
and highly developed peoples of central 
Europe had created, 
workmen to be idlé to incite them to 
rebellion. 

“When <Austria-Hungary’s southern 


tral powers his first act was to declare 
as blockaded all coasts of the enemy, 
following, of course, the example of his 
allies in ignoring all the legal rights in 
the creation of which Italy had taken an 
active part a short time before.

The United States is told that Vienna 
will adhere strictly to the assurances 
already given and hopes to avoid any 
misunderstandings between the mon- 
archy and America. 


“Kernel of Whole’ Subject.”

U.S. INDICTS 163 
AS WAR BEGINS 
ON COAL TRUST 


Fuel Dealers of East 
Trapped for Trebling 
GS ontract Price. 


BY MARK WATSON. . 
New York, March 6.—[Special.]—The 
opening volley in the government's in- 
quiry into alleged criminal conspiracy 
back of the high prices came this after- 
noon. It presented indictments against 
108 corporations and 55 individuals. 
‘Both blanket indictments concern sole- 
ly the coal industry and more par- 
ticularly the producers and the selling 
agents in the coal industry. Also they 
are concerned chiefly with particular 
districts—the Pocahontas and New River 
“‘ smokeless " coal districts of West Vir- 
ginia. The selling agents include a 
number of New York agents and a few 
in Cincinnati and Dayton. 


Mention No Chicagoans. 

Specific inquiry of Special Assistant 
Frank M. Swacker, who is handling the 
inquiry for the attorney general, fails 
to indicate whether the information 
obtained tends to incriminate Chicago 
agents of the same companies, It was 
stated that any such charges might 
be made in Chicago... . 

The first indictment charges a combi- 
nation among selling agents and pro- 
ducers of 22,000,000 tons out of 35,000,- 
000 tons produced annually of Poca- 
hontas ahd New River coal arbitrarily 
to fix prices at which such coal is mar- 
keted. It names 163 defendants, 108 of 
which are corporations and fifty-five 


} individuals. 


The second indictment charges a com- 
bination between nine mining com- 
panies, producing 3,000,000 tons of such 
coal, togéther with their selling agents, 
and charges the arbitrary fixing of 
prices.
